Dr. Manion cannot lead the Tory party 


to success or make a really vital contribu- 
tion to the public life of Canada unless he 
is in the House of Commons. His policies 
will lack prestige if they are stated only | 
on his own authority in the heat of a par- 
tisan campaign. They must be given to 
voters from his place in parliament in the 
name of his party so that everyone will 
know exactly where it stands on the main 
issues of the day. A party leader free 
from the restraints of leadership has no 
place in a democracy. 

That is why the report from Ottawa 
that Dr. Manion may run this fall in an 
Ontario by-election will be cheered by Lib- 
erals and Conservatives alike.

After making so many graceful ges- 
tures in praise of co-operation, it is 
shocking to find that Secretary Wallace 
thinks the interests of the United States 
can best be served by dumping one 
hundred bushels of wheat and flour on the 
world market. Apparently it has been 
found impossible to frame a marketing 
procedure that would bring the needs of 
Canada and her neighbor into some sort 
of concert and harmony. 

American wheat is to be put on the 
market, Mr. Wallace says, at a figure low 
enough to make sure that the surplus will 
all be sold, no matter at how low a price 
Farmers will be bonused for their grain 
not out of the general agricultural wealth 
of the country, but from the general 
customs revenue at the disposal of the 
government, On that basis the crop can be

But something still can be done to 
mitigate the harm that may result from 
the selling policy to be pursued by the 
United States.

The children of cotton operatives in the 
seventies of last century were decidedly under- 
privileged. In 1872 little David Shackleton, then 
nine years of age, went to work as a half-timer 
in a Lancashire cotton mill, which meant that 
he worked 30 hours a week and spent about ten 
or twelve hours a week in 
school. He finished his educa- 
tion so far as school was cons 
cerned on his thirteenth birth- 
day, the law then permitting 
him to become a _ full-time 
worker. 

But David was determined 
to acquire knowledge and he 
attended classes and studied 
early in the morning and late 
3. EB NORCROSS at night. Wherefore it came 
about that when he died a few days ago all the 
newspapers printed long obituaries of Sir David 
Shackleton, K.C.B. 

Like other workers who have risen to great 
positions from very humble homes and despite 
enormous disadvantages, Sir David took the 
trade union route. At some cost, too, for he was 
summarily dismissed by his employer and found 
himself blacklisted. 

However, he worked his way up in the labor 
organization and in 1902 found his way to Par- 
liament, as member for Clitheroe, Lancashire, 
the first Labor member to be returned un- 
opposed, and one of the first two Labor members 
of Parliament. The other was Keir Hardie. 

Other honors, political and organization, fol- 
lowed. In 1908 he achieved the peak position in 
the Labor world, president of the Trades Union 
Congress. But the Asquith government had its 
eye on him and he entered the public service 
as Labor adviser to the Home Office in 1910. 

Later he became first permanent secretary 
to the ministry of labor, In 1917 the little Lan- 
cashire half-timer of the seventies received the 
accolade as Knight Commander of the Bath. 


Your Health 


In the same way that some people are sen- 
sitive to various foods so others are sensitive to 
heat, cold and to effort. Those who are made 
sick by these agencies apparently are affected 
because of a rise or fall in the temperature of the 
skin. 

In a person possessing a sensitiveness to heat, 
cold or effort, the usual reaction occurs within a 
very few seconds and may take the form of a 
cold, an attack of asthma, hives, redness of the 
skin, itching of the skin, etc. 

Those who are especially sensitive to heat 
may report that physical or mental effort causes 
feelings of weakness, dizziness, faintness, palpi- 
tation or trembling. On very warm days, any 
kind of effort may leave these heat-sensitive 
patients exhausted. Reports are found in medi- 
cal literature of people so sensitive in this way 
that they have been unable to put forth the men- 
tal effort of watching football games or of clinch- 
ing a business deal. They may also be affected 
by very slight physical effort, such as that re- 
quired in climbing up on the examining table in 
the doctor’s office. Some of them have been so 
sensitive to heat that they could not tolerate even 
the small amount of heat coming from drinking 
a cup of hot tea. 

Those who have found from experience that 
they do not tolerate heat well will be found to 
try instinctively to keep quiet on very warm 
days when the humidity is high. Usually their 
own discomfort forces them to look for a cool 
place where they may rest. 

Many times those who are sensitive to heat 
are also sensitive to effort and if left alone will 
seek out sheltered lives where they are only 
called upon to do light work. Vigorous activity 
will bring out symptoms of exhaustion, weakness, 
dizziness, trembling or shortness of breath. How- 
ever, such patients are often able to indulge in 
moderate activity provided they are cooled dur- 
ing the time the effort is being put forth. I re- 
member the case of one woman who was so sen- 
sitive to heat that cooking a big dinner over a 
hot stove left her so weak and dizzy that she 
could not sit down to the table and enjoy the 
meal with the others in the family. 

Those who are sensitive to cold usually de- 
velop about the same symptoms as those who are 
heat-sensitive, except that the symptoms are 
brought on by cold rather than warmth. These 
patients will frequently seek activity and as long 
as they are actively moving about, they will feel 
all right. When they are inactive and are ex- 
posed to cold they may fee] weak or dizzy, may 
become nauseated, or may develop headache, 
sneezing or an increased secretion of mucus from 
the membrane of the nose. The symptoms may 
be experimentally produced by the simple plan 
of having the patients immerse their forearms 
in cold water and may be relieved by taking the 
arms out of the cold water and placing them in 
warm water—or by applying heat to the chest. 
One of the really interesting things about these 
cases is that the skin seems to act as one unit and 
therefore, the reaction coming from heating one 
part may be neutralized by cooling another part, 
For example, in a patient sensitive to heat, the 
application of heat to one arm produced the 
symptoms, but when ice was applied to the other 
arm, the symptoms did not occur. In the case 
of the patient who is sensitive to cold, the appli- 
cation of cold to the arms may be neutralized 
by applying heat to the chest. 

Those who are heat-sensitive tend to move 
slowly and need plenty of time in order to do 
their work well. If they are hurried, they make 
mistakes. Those who are cold-sensitive, work 
best under pressure and tend to fail and make 
mistakes when their work is so easy that it does 
not make them exert themselves. It is believed 
Napoleon was cold-sensitive, which explains his 
passion for prolonged hot baths.
